W ashington, Sept. 23. — The most 
m arked upward trend of the cost of 
living Is disclosed In the federal bu 
rcau of labor's report of an inves iga- 
tlou of prices for the last ten years, 
conducted In the Im portant industrial 
centers of thirty-two states.. 
Fifteen most im portant articles of 
food, a* well as coal, com prising two- 
thirds of a w orkingm an's needs, were 
Investigated 
In several cities tile in­ 
vestigators 
gathered 
statem en ts 
of 
m en hants on the cost of living, and 
specim ens of these are published in 
the report. 
On June la, 1912, the report shows, 
fourteen of the fifteen articles of food 
were higher than a year before, and 
ten had advanced in the last ten year* 
more than fifty per cent over the av­ 
erage retail prices for the ten year 
perlor— 1890-1899. 
During the last decade price* of po­ 
tatoes changed most and sugar the 
least Their advance were 11.9 and 8.5 
per cent respectively. During the last 
year, bacon, which decreased just one- 
tenth of I per cent, was the only one 
of the fifteen principal articles of footl 
that showed a decline in pi h e , while 
nine of the fifteen advanced more than 
IO per cent, varying from 2 4 per cent 
for milk. to 18.6 for round steak 
Of 
the fifteen, only eggs, butter, milk and 
sugar were lower, but the price of 
bree of these four is normally lowei 
during sum m ers than during winters 
Specim ens of the state m en ts of mer 
chants in various cities, published in 
tile report follow: 
P hiladelphia— No money lo m eats at 
the above prices A second— "We paid 
Ju n e 17, 15% cents a pound for rum ps 
and rounds and I I H cents a pound for 
chucks of beef, the highest price in 
the history of our business *’

The president’s ruling is the final 
step in a controversy that has engaged 
the Interior departm ent with religious 
bodies 
mot** than a year. 
Commis 
sloner V alentine’s order would have 
prohibited any teachers from wearing 
religious garb in the Indian schools 
after the end of the last school year. 
P resident T a ft’s order, and a letter 
front Secretary Fisher to Mr. Vaten 
tine, which accom panies it, lay stress 
on the fact that Com m issioner Valet! 
tine issued his ruling without consult 
lug the secretary or the president, and 
while the entire subject was under in 
vestlgatlon, Mr. U s h e r ’s revocation of 
the order is now made final. 
S ecretary U s h e r’s formal letter says 
that the governm ent had long left the 
situation of the indians to religious 
missionaries, and that when it finally 
began a system atic handling of the 
educational problem it took over many 
of the r e li g h ts schools and brough* 
their teachers into the governm ent 
classified service.
